are people who live in apartment houses 
for five years and the people next door 
don’t even know they are Christians. 


You may say, “Well my neighbors 
don’t believe in my religion.” But you 
have not done your duty until you tell 
them about this wonderful Christ and the 
work He has wrought in your life—that 
He can do the same for them. 


Just as this man out of whom the devils 
were cast was so enthusiastic at the time 
he was saved that he wanted to be with 
Jesus all the time, so are a number of new 
converts so enthusiastic they feel they can 
preach or do great things for the Lord. 
Then many times when the revival is 
over their enthusiasm cools and they begin 
to feel there is nothing for them to do. 
But there is plenty to be done around 
home. 

In the first chapter of St. John we 


find that Andrew was converted after 
hearing John preach, and he first found 
his own brother and told him about the 
Christ, and brought him to Jesus. Just 
as soon as Andrew found Christ he wanted 
somebody else in his family to know 
Him. So is true religion. It is contagious 
and spreads to those with whom we come 
in closest contact. 1 Cor. 7:14, “For the 
unbelieving husband is sanctified by the 
wife, and the unbelieving wife is sancti- 
fied by the husband: else were your chil- 
dren unclean; but now are they holy.” 
When the wife is converted and lives her 
religion in the home she is most sure to 
win her husband and her children for 
God. 

Af the demons of sin have been cast 
out of us as they were from the Gada- 
rene and we have been clothed in our 
right minds—that is, the mind of Christ 
—we should publish the news in our own 
house. 

The Bride Says, Come 

Rev. 22:17, “The Spirit and the bride 
say, Come. And let hi that heareth say, 
Come. And let him that is athirst come. 
And whosoever will, let him take the 
water of life freely.” 

Some people think the Spirit is supposed 
to do all the work in inviting sinners to 
come to God. The revelator plainly says 
in the same verse that the bride says, 
“Come.” And the Bible teaches that the 
bride is the Church. 

Isa. 62:5, “For as a young man marrieth 
a virgin, so shall thy sons marry thee: 
and as the bridegroom rejoiceth over the 
bride, so shall thy God rejoice over thee.” 

2 Cor. 11:2, “For I am jealous over 
you with godly jealousy: for I have es- 
poused you to one husband, that I may 
present you as a chaste virgin to Christ.” 

Rev. 19:7, “Let us be glad and re- 
joice, and give honour to him: for the 
marriage of the Lamb is come, and his 
wife hath made herself ready.”

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A Time of Today as we look at the newspapers, another 
Trouble country, Hungary, has signed up with the axis 
powers and so the totalitarian regime marches on. Fear has 
gripped the hearts of all liberty-loving people of Europe. Those 
who dared to oppose or even fail to line up with the totali- 
tarian regime are swept into concentration camps. According 
to the Jewish Missionary Magazine for November, there are 
30,000 Jews in concentration camps in Germany; 20,000 have 
committed suicide; 8,000 have been murdered, and 90,000 have 
died, probably the most of them because of ill treatment. But 
this does not tell us anything of the suffering that has come 
to the Pentecostal people of Germany and those countries that 
have been overrun by it. Perhaps their story of suffering will 
never be known, but the suffering, the anxiety, and the troubled 
mind are not alone in Europe, 

for America sits in a chair of 


for you, I will come again, and receive you unto myself.” And 
it might be noted that those precious words “unto myself,” 
were as consoling as any words could have been at that time. 

Jesus spoke to His disciples in His parting words at a supper 
and in that supper spoke of another when He said, “With de- 
sire I have desired to eat this passover with you before I suffer: 
For I say unto you, I will not any more eat thereof, until it 
be fulfilled in the kingdom of God.” Luke 22:15, 16. Then 
again, “I will not drink of the fruit of the vine, until the king- 
dom of God shall come.” Certainly it was in looking forward 
to the marriage supper of the Lamb that He uttered such won- 
derful words. That night of eating and drinking was a night of 
fellowship, a night of sacred, kindred, and close feeling, but Je- 
sus spoke of another time, and He said in practically these words, 
“I will not eat with you any more here. I will not drink with 
you any more here.” He sang a hymn at the supper. That was 
the last time He sang on earth, the next time to be in the midst 
of His redeemed in glory, Heb. 2:12, saying, “I will declare thy 
name unto my brethren, in the midst of the church will I sing 
praise unto thee.” So the hope of the Church is the marriage sup- 
per at a time where the redeemed may sing with their Redeemer 
as they eat and drink again with Him. 


A Hiding In earlier days of Pentecost, a saintly old German 
Place professor was conducting a private school. It was 
his belief that those who had given their hearts to God and 
whose children were being taught in the way of holiness, should 
not have to go to school with and be contaminated with the 
doctrine of those who did not believe in holiness. His school 
opened every morning with a devotional service. A young minis- 
ter came by and was asked one morning to lead in the service, 
and when he read from God’s Word he used as his lesson the 
91st Psalm. After having finished his text he remarked, “I 
thank God that I am living in the 91st Psalm.” At the close 
of his remarks the old professor looked over his glasses and 
said, “Young man, if you are living in the 91st Psalm, you are 
certainly living some place.”

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Question: Please explain Matt. 5:3, 
“Blessed are the poor in spirit.”” What is 
the meaning of “poor in spirit” ?—S. T. P. 

Answer: The Apostle James tells us 
that God resists the proud but giveth 
grace to the humble, so those who are 
humble before God are those who are poor 
in spirit, and it is those upon whom the 
blessings of God will come. He does not 
condescend to bless those who are proud 
and haughty. 

Question: What is the difference be- 
tween soul and spirit? and what happens 
to the soul, spirit, and body after death? 
—K. B. 

Answer: The word “spirit” in the Old 
Testament is taken from the Hebrew 
word “ruwoch” and means “wind” or 


“breath.” In the New Testament is 
“pneuma” and means “breath” or 
“breeze,” so in Gen. 2:7 we have the 


words “And the Lord God formed man 
out of the dust of the ground, and 
breathed into his nostrils the breath of 
life; and man became a living soul.” In 
this passage we have all three—spirit, soul, 
and body—distinctly shown. God made 
or formed man out of the dust of the 
earth, that is, the body. God breathed into 
man the breath or spirit of life, then man 
became a living soul, so man is a living 
soul. The word “soul” all through the Old 
Testament is used for people. Exod. 1:5, 
“And all the souls that came out of the 
loins of Jacob were seventy souls: for 
Joseph was in Egypt already.” Here the 
descendants of Jacob are called souls. 
According to Eccl. 12:7, at death the 
spirit shall return unto God who gave it. 
Where the soul shall go depends on how 
the man has lived. The rich man in Luke 
12:20 was told, “This night shall thy 
soul be required of thee,” that is, an ac- 
count must be given, then life or death 
eternal awaited the man, according to 
that which judgment would determine. 
The body at death goes to corruption. 
Read 1 Cor. 15:42, “So also is the resur- 
rection of the dead. It is sown in corrup- 
tion; it is raised in incorruption.” Again, 
in verse 54, “So when this corruptible 
shall have put on incorruption, and this 
mortal shall have put on immortality,” 
thus signifying that the bodies of those 
who die shall putrefy. The spirit therefore 
returns to God and the soul is either to 
go to hell or to be blessed in the realms 
of bliss and the body will putrefy in the 
grave.

Rev. Joseph Benjamin Camp, appointed 
overseer of the Island of Jamaica at the 
last General Assembly, is now on his way 
to his work. The family will be stationed 
at Lake Worth, Florida, until Brother 
Camp makes a trip to Jamaica and looks 
over his work. He will make the trip by 
plane. 


In the year 1934, Brother Camp came 
to Chattanooga, Tennessee, from the 
State of Washington, as the minister of 
a Pentecostal organization quite promi- 
nent in the West. He anticipated estab- 
lishing a church in the City of Chatta- 
nooga but one day as he was driving 
through the city something got wrong 
with his car and he stopped right in front 
of where the ladies of the North Chat- 
tanooga Church of God _ were having 
prayer meeting. He and his family be- 
came acquainted with some of those who 
were at the prayer service and later they 
attended the church at North Chatta- 
nooga. He established a mission in South 
Chattanooga and your editor, who was 
then pastor of the church in North Chat- 
tanooga, preached for him several times. 
Brother Camp later established a mission 
in Alton Park, but after all of his trip 
to Tennessee from the State of Washing- 
ton, he finally decided that it was not to 
set up another church but rather that he 
himself might become acquainted with 
and added to the Church of God, so in a 
few weeks he became a member of the 
North Chattanooga church and was li- 
censed to preach from that church. 


The following spring he went to Flor- 
ida to the camp meeting and did evange- 
listic work in that state until the Assem- 
bly when he accepted the Linden district.

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“Our consciences hold us to the teach- 
ings of the Great Master. We believe those 
teachings to mean what they say, and we 
find in them instructions to have nothing 
to do with the mass killing which is 
called war.” With those words addressed 
to a Judge of the United States Court 
in New York last week, eight young men 
endeavored to justify their refusal to 
register for the draft. They were sen- 
tenced to serve a year and a day in the 
Federal Prison. This column neither ap- 
proves nor condemns. Their consciences 
will be with them when they stand in 
the judgment. The act of registration 
does not mean enlisting for nor approving 
of war. It merely means that the govern- 
ment has our name and address in case 
our services are needed. If and when that 
hour comes is the time and the only time 
to set forth our objections. The act of 
these young men points, however, to the 
attitude of the public mind in this all 
important question of war. 


The American Magazine for November 
has a very interesting article on the mak- 
ing and consumption of intoxicating 
wines.

Write, etc.” Two of 
them appeared in the same pages of one 
magazine. Those fellows with their bal- 
derdash and filth are making a good living 
hoodwinking the gullible people who have 
rejected Christ and the right so long that 
they are ready to swallow anything that 
will bring a ray of hope for the present 
or for the hereafter. DELUSIONS! DE- 
LUSIONS! DELUSIONS! 


The following editorial is from a prom- 
inent daily newspaper: “The last 65 
square miles of light in Central Europe 
went out Wednesday night. Liechtenstein, 
little principality between Switzerland 
and Germany, ordered a blackout. The 
tiny nation feared, as Switzerland has, 
that her neutrality might be endangered 
if belligerent bombers should use their 
Liechtenstein lights as a guide to their 
targets. So it goes in Europe, the strong 
nations gobbling up the weak or menacing 
them to such an extent that they con- 
stantly live in fear. There’s something 
symbolical about this blackout of tiny 
Liechtenstein; something that augers ill 
for the civilization and culture that the 
world has known.” Yes, practically all 
Europe and much of Asia and Africa are 
in darkness and even on this continent 
people are subject to attack from enemy 
planes. Perhaps sooner than we think, the 
blackout will be brought home to us. 

Damon Runyon, brilliant journalist, 
has the following to say: “Among the 
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gentle hypocrisies that still exist in this 
country is the one that finds various 
states PARTNERS IN GAMBLING ON 
HORSE AND DOG RACING while pro- 
hibiting such pastimes as shooting craps, 
chuckaluck or the faro bank. These di- 
versions are not only illegal in all the 
states of the union but their practise is 
frowned upon by the church element, 
THOUGH IN MANY PLACES THAT

It’s more wonderful to me 
than anything in this world because it 
keeps me from sin every day, not just one 
day or part of the day, but thank God, 
every day. Praise the Lord. And I can lie 
down at night and sleep, no matter what 
kind of trouble is stirring about.

I often 
think that if all the worldly people knew 
what a sweet blessed relief the sweet Holy 
Ghost was and what a good feeling He 
gave you, they would all seek Him be- 
cause they’re all hunting easy places and 
seeking rest and a good feeling and find- 
ing none, because sin is of the devil and 
there is no rest in it, day nor night.

He knows I live a 
straight and clean life before him and he 
can’t condemn it, for in every way I can 
understand the Spirit I let God lead my 
life.

mendeth his love toward us, in that while 
we were yet sinners, Christ died for us.”’ 
I believe that more than 100,000 people 
could be converted in a great city in a 
day if they only believed that scripture. 
The love of God should be lived, preached, 
and practised by the burden-bearers of 
the world and the disciples of the Lord 

Jesus Christ. 

Let me ask you a question, Christian. 
If Christ means so much to you, why 
don’t you make Him mean that much to 
others? My firm conviction is that Jesus 
Christ in His precepts dwells in the hearts 
of man. “Yes, Brother Jones, I believe 
that.” Well, if that is so, it is also my 
conviction that if Jesus Christ dwells in 
your house it won’t be long before He 
will be seen looking out of the windows. 

In John 9:5 Christ says, “As long as 
I am in the world, I am the light of the 
world.” But now He is gone away and 
left us as His ambassadors with the ad- 
monition: 

Matt. 5:14-16, “Ye are the light of 
the world. A city that is set on a hill 
cannot be hid. Neither do men light a 
candle, and put it under a bushel, but 
on a candlestick; and it giveth light unto 
all that are in the house, Let your light 
so shine before men, that they may see 
your good works, and glorify your Father 
which is in heaven.” 

In Matt. 5:13, Christ says, “Ye are the 
salt of the earth.” Salt creates thirst. Do 
our lives create a thirst in sinners that 
nothing will satisfy but the Water of 
Life? 

Rev. 22:17, “The Spirit and the bride 
say, Come. And let him that heareth say, 
Come. And let him that is athirst come. 
And whosoever will, let him take the 
water of life freely.” 

Bring Them In 

Luke 14:23, “And the Lord said unto 

the servant, Go out into the highways and 
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hedges, and compel them to come in, that 
my house may be filled.” 

In this instance, when the chosen people 
made excuses and would not come in, 
the lord sent his servants out into the 
highways to bring in all who would come. 

Are we our Lord’s servants? Rom. 6:16, 
“Know ye not, that to whom ye yield 
yourselves servants to obey, his servants 
ye are to whom ye obey.” We, then, as 
servants of God should go to sinners 
and not always wait until they voluntar- 
ily come. 

Jesus is our great example and the Bible 
says in Matt. 18:11 that Jesus came to 
seek and to save that which was lost. In 
Luke 15:3-7 Jesus speaks the parable of 
the good shepherd who did not wait for 
the lost sheep to come back to the fold, 
but left the ninety and nine who were 
safe, to seek out the one who was lost. 

The Bible speaks in Luke 10:30-35 
about a certain man who went down from 
Jerusalem to Jericho and fell among 
thieves who stripped him of his clothing, 
wounded him and departed, leaving him 
half dead. After the priest and the Levite 
passed him by on the other side, a good 
Samaritan came along, went to him and 
ministered unto him. This Samaritan did 
not wait for the wounded man to come 
to him but went to where he was. Sinners 
were robbed of their likeness to God when 
Adam transgressed, and were wounded 
by sin. Then it is our duty as Christians 
to go to them, bind up their wounds and 
take them to the inn, which is a keeping 
place, representing the Church. It is our 
duty to speak to people who are deprived 
of coming to church, such as those in 
hospitals, jails, etc., and bring them into 
the fold. 

During a revival service a man prayed 
for the conversion of a friend, and said: 
“O Lord, touch my friend with your 
finger, with your finger, O Lord.” Just 
then an inner voice said: “You are God’s 
finger. Did you ever speak to your friend 
concerning his soul’s salvation? You go 
and touch the man and your prayer shall 
be heard.” 

Hand-picked fruit is the best, and hand- 
picking is the best way to get the fruit. 
It is personal work that tells. Five minutes 
of private personal entreaty will often 
accomplish more in winning a soul to 
Christ than five months of public preach- 
ing. 

We should be as the salesman who 
hunts out his customer and not as the 
clerk who waits for his customer to come 
to him. It is easy to stand and wait for 
somebody to come and tell you what he 
wants, but it takes a man with a back- 
bone to go to the people and tell them 
what they need.

And perhaps some will re- 
member that the greatest Teacher of all 
time did not allow His immortal vision to 
be clouded by a debate on the previous 
sins of those who ‘stripped him of his 
raiment and wounded him . . . leaving 
him half dead.’ . . . He had compassion 
on him.” 

The foregoing excerpts mean more to 
us than the appalling fact that millions 
of our fellow men are and will be hungry 
and perhaps dying of starvation. IT WILL
